The news o f the disaster created a pro ­ 
fo und sensatio n at tbe Navy Department, 
and everybo dy fro m the Secretary do wn 
freely expressed his regret.

THE HARBOR OF APIA DESCRIBED. 
W ashingto n, March 30.—Captain Sel- 
fridge. United States Navy, was fo und at the 
Navy Department, this mo rning, po ring o ver 
a chart o f the harbo r o f Apia, which he vis­ 
ited several years ago . 
He said that while it 
was a very bad harbo r, it was the best o n the 
Island o f Upo la. 
Like all o f the Pacific 
Island harbo rs, that o f Apia is fo rmed by a 
co ral reef encircling the Island at a sho rt 
distance fro m the sho re. 
The ancho rage 
space 
available 
fo r 
men-o f-war 
is 
co ntracted, being abo ut 1,000 feet wide at 
the mo uth o f the harbo r. 
The bo tto m is 
sandy, affo rding slight ho ld fo r an ancho r, 
and the harbo r is expo sed o n the no rth. 
On 
each side o f the entrance are co ral reefs 
which are awash at high water and are sur- 
so unded by sho als. 
The depth o f water 
ranges fro m fo ur to eight fatho ms, pretty 
deep water being fo und clo se iu sho re which 
wo uld enable, a ship to get clo se in. 
Hurri 
canes o r cyclo nes at Apia are usually fro m 
the so uth-west, and revo lving in the harbo rs 
tend 
to 
fo rce vessels o n the 
rugged 
reefs 
o r 
ro ugh 
sho res. 
Tbe 
last 
hurricane o ccurred at Apia just six years ago . 
Fo rtunately no men-o f-war were in the har­ 
bo r, but every merchant maD was driven 
asho re o r wrecked, ho uses were destro yed 
aud palm trees upro o ted. 


WHAT ADMIRAL HARMONY SAYS.

Captain Richard W. Meade, the United 
States naval o fficer who co mmanded the Nar- 
raganselt in Samo an waters in 1872, and is 
no w Co mmandant o f the Washingto n Navy 
Yard, to -day said: “ Duringthe yearly hurri­ 
cane seaso n, which lasts thro uirh December, 
January, February, March and April, it is 
co nsidered rather a risk to remain in Apia, 
while Pago -Pago , in the neighbo ring Island 
o f Tuitula, is perfectly safe, being land­ 
lo cked and 
o therwise 
sheltered. 
Hurri- 
ranes 
are, 
ho wever, 
no t 
very 
fre­ 
quent at the Samo an Islands, tho ugh they 
jpcur frequently at the To nga gro up. 
They 
generally sweep up thro ugh the belt o f o cean 
between To nga and the Samo an gro ups. 
In 
April, 1850, and January, 1870, the islands 
were visited by terrific hurricanes which de­ 
stro yed the eo co anut, banana and bread fruit 
cro ps, reducing the natives to the verge o f 
starvatio n. 
Three hurricanes arc o ften ac- 
o mpauied by earthquakes and the co njunc­ 
tio n o f the two wo rks terrible injury.

March 26, 1883, all vessels in Apia harbo r

attributed to a series o f heavy tidal waves 
caused by an earthquake.

U. S. War Vessels Vandalia, Nipslo and 
Treuton Totally Wrecked.

A uckland, March 30.—Later advices re­ 
ceived here regarding the hurricane which 
devastated Samoa and wrecked a number of 
German and American war ships, says the 
storm swept the islands on the fifteenth in­ 
stant.

The bark Peter 
Godeffrey, one other bark and seven coasters 
were wrecked and four persons were drowned.

THE HARBOR OF APIA DESCRIBED. 
W ashington, March 30.—Captain Sel­ 
fridge. United States Navy, was found at the 
Navy Department, this morning, poring over 
a chart of the harbor of Apia, which he vis­ 
ited several years ago. He said that while it 
was a very bad harbor, it was the best on the 
Island of Upola. Like all of the Pacific 
Island harbors, that ot Apia is formed by a 
coral reef encircling the Island at a short 
distance from the shore. The anchorage 
space 
available 
for 
men-of-war 
is 
contracted, being about 1,000 feet wide at 
the mouth of the harbor. The bottom is 
sandy, affording slight hold for an anchor, 
and the harbor is exposed on the north. On 
each side of the entrance are coral reefs 
which are awash at high water and are sur- 
sounded by shoals. The depth of water 
ranges from four to eight fathoms, pretty 
deep water being found close iu shore which 
would enable a ship to get close in. Hurri 
canes or cycloDes at Apia are usually from 
the south-west, and revolving in the harbors 
tend to force vessels on the rugged 
reefs 
or 
rough shores. The 
last 
hurricane occurred at Apia just six years ago. 
Fortunately no men-of-war were in the har­ 
bor, but every merchant maD was driven 
ashore or wrecked, houses were destroyed 
and palm trees uprooted. 
WHAT ADMIRAL HARMONY SAYS. 
It is the opinion of Admiral Harmony,who 
is also familiar with the Samoan Islands, 
that the English man-of-war owed its escape 
to the fact that it had steam up and was en­ 
abled to push out to sea. The number of 
vessels lying in the small harbor was a source 
of danger to them individually, for if one 
dragged Its anchors it would very probably 
collide with and carry away another ship 
which otherwise might have held securely. 
LOOKING OVER THE LIST. 
Lieutenant Lucien Young, who is himself 
almost the sole survivor of the wreck of the 
ill-fated Huron off Cape Hatteras, looked 
sadly over the list of the drowned and 
marked down poor Roach, the paymaster’s 
clerk, as an old shipmate gone. 
The Department of State was without offi­ 
cial news of the wrecks until a copy of Ad­ 


miral Kimberly’s dispatch was sent over 
from the Navy. 
sciioonmaker’s loss d eplo r ed. 
The loss of Captain M. Schoonmaker, of 
the Vandalia, is much deplored, as he was 
well known and well liked by all. 
WHAT GERMAN DISTATCH SAYS.

DANGER FROM HURRICANES. 
Captain Richard W. Meade, the United 
Stales naval officer who comiuauded the Nar- 
raganselt in Samoan waters in 1872, and is 
now Commandant of tíie Washington Navy 
Yard, to day said: “ During the yearly hurri­ 
cane season, which lasts thromrh December, 
January, February, March and April, it is 
considered rather a risk to remain in Apia, 
while Pago-Pago, in the neighboring Island 
of Tuitula, is perfectly safe, being laud- 
locked and otherwise sheltered. Hurri­ 
canes are. 
however, 
not 
very 
fre­ 
quent at the Samoan Islands, though they 
opcur frequently at the Tonga group. They 
trcnerully sweep up through die belt of ocean 
between Tonya and the Samoan groups. In 
April, 1850, and January, 1870, the islands 
were visited by terrific hurricanes which de­ 
stroyed the cocoanut, banana and bread fruit 
crops, reducing the natives to the verge of 
starvation. Three hurricanes arc* often ac­ 
companied by earthquakes and the conjunc­ 
tion of the two works terrible injury. On 
March 20, 1883, all vessels in Apia harbor 
except one schooner were driven out 
to 
sea 
and 
lost. 
This 
was 
attributed to a series of heavy tidal waves 
caused by an earthquake. 
Considerable 
damage was done on shore also. On the 
whole the climate ot the Samoan Islands, 
though variable, is very pleasant, lmd weath­ 
er only occurring during the winter months. 
At this time there are long und heavy rains 
attended sometimes by high winds and north­ 
erly gales.

I t h&s been ascertained that the civilized 
states of South and Central Am erica import 
# 450,001,0(0 worth of goods from other eoun 
tries per y ear, of which the United States 
supplies only about 11 percent or # 50,000. 
<100. The rest comes mainly from Enel and and 
Germany . 
Tlie fact caused a m eeting of 
about 800 of New Y ork's m erchants at Del 
m onieo's last night to consider the way s and 
means necessary to obtain a larger portion of 
t his trade. 
At this meeting nothing was said 
about tariff reduction, though am ong the gen 
tlemen present were Conrad L. Jordan, ex 
Treasurer of the United States, and many 
other staunch Democrats. 
T here was not 
one who had the hardihood to suggest that 
the wav to reach this big foreign trade was 
to cut down the wages of American w orking­ 
men as the only sure way of 
cheapen­ 
ing 
the cost 
of 
production. 
A 
let­ 
ter 
was 
read 
from 
President 
Harrison 
expressing sy m pathy with the movement, 
and Mr. Jordan gave an account of an inter­ 
view held by him with Mr. Rlaine, in which 
the latter declared himself heartily in favor 
of it. 
This would indicate that the scheme is 
to be carried out without injecting party poli­ 
tics into it. 
The program contemplates a tem porary or 
gaui/ation until May 1, 1890, when, if it 
proves of value it will be made perm anent. 
It is to be a sort of American Spanish cham ­ 
ber of commerce. 
The two tirst objects to 
be accomplished are the establishment of a 
communication between the two sections in 
American built 
ships, 
and 
direct 
bank­ 
ing 
tacilities. 
W arner Miller, 
who 
has 
spent much time in South America and M ex­ 
ico, said that he had found the banking facili­ 
ties operating powerfully against the A m eri­ 
can trade.

tor 
credit. 
Sir. 
Miller spoke also of 
the English 
and German sy stem of putting up goods in 
small packages. 
This enabled them to be 
carried on mule-back into the interior. 
II. 
J . Kimball, Director General of the A tlanta 
cotton exposition, said that the South was 
earnestly in favor of the movement. 
E. A. 
Hopkins, who has spent fifty y ears in South 
America, complained of the uselessness of the 
American consular service. 
As soon as a 
Consul had learned the alphabet of the lan 
guage he was removed and another " gre e n ­ 
horn ” was sent in his place. 
It must seem to a Democrat som ewhat 
singular that the induction of a Republican 
adm inistration with the afllrmation of a pro­ 
tective policy that it implies, should be the 
signal for such a movement. 
For y ears we 
have been told that the extension of our for­ 
eign trade was wholly conditional upon the 
success of the Democratic policy of free 
trade. 
“ W e m ust cut down our tariffs,” was 
the 
language 
of

traders, 
" i f we would have other nations trade with 
us.” 
But now Democrats and Republicans 
agree that little more is necessary than a sy s­ 
tem of American ships and banks, each of 
which, instead of striking down certain lines 
of occupation, would open new fields of em ­ 
ploy ment and protit. 
The 
m erchants of 
South America are not likely to let a senti­ 
ment stand in the way of trade. 
T hey will 
buy where they can get the best bargains, the 
best goods, the quickest transit, and the most 
generous accommodation. 
If our m erchants 
are prepared to grant these things, they will 
get the trade that they are lookin': for. 
The 
tariff can hardly be an obstacle so long as we 
are prepared to sell goods as cheaply as E u ro­ 
pean countries, and this we are now doing. 
Germany is a high tariff country , but South­ 
ern m erchants buy of her. 
E ngland pre­ 
tends to be free trade, but she m aintains tar­ 
iffs upon tropical and semi tropical products, 
many of which are South and Central Amer 
ican specialties. 
And as for the governm ents 
south of us, they all maintain tariffs of their 
own, differing in kind and degree, but in­ 
volving the i rotective principle. 


BANK ROBBERS EXTRAORDINARY. 


Somebody in Denver has reduced bank 
robbery to a science. 
Thursday afternoon a 
well dressed stranger called at the office of 
President David II. Moffat of the First N a­ 
tional Bank, and finding him absent, left 
word that he would call the next morning. 
A t ten o'clock y esterday he presented him ­ 
self and arranged for a private interview at 


on e P. m. 
At the hour mentioned he ap­ 
peared, and the 
President received him 
in his private office. 
The stranger began 
the conversation by 
asking 
for 
a blank 
check, 
which 
the 
President 
procured 
from a messenger. 
As soon as the door was 
closed the stranger drew a pistol, and leveling 
it at the President’s head, compelled him to 
fill out the check for # 21,000 and sign it. He 
next com m anded him to go to the desk and 
get the money , and to emphasize the order lie 
pulled from his pocket a bottle which he said 
contained nitro gly cerine. 
He explained that 
he was desperate, would have to com m it sui­ 
cide if he didn’t get the money , and proposed 
to so perform that operation as to blow up 
the bank and all concerned. 
Mr. Moffat 
actually 
w’ent 
to 
the 
cashier 
and 
caused 
him 
to 
bring 
the 
money to his private room. 
He had asked 
for # 1,000 in gold and the rest in large bills, 
and it was paid to him as he wished. 
W hen 
the robber had pocketed the money he told 
Mr. Moffat that he would return and kil] 
him if he gave the alarm. 
lie then w alked 
coolly to the door and disappeared. 
Moffat 
followed him to 
the door and gave the 
alarm , but the man succeeded in escaping. 
A rewrard of # 2,500 was afterw ards offered 
for his arrest. 
The police arrested a real es­ 
tate broker named Clark, but Mr. Moffat, 
ifte r looking at him, said that lie was not 
the man. 
Mr. Moffat is also President of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, and is de­ 
scribed as so rich that he will not seriously 
feel the loss of the money . 
He appears to 
have been possessed of equal shares of cow­ 
ardice and wealth. 
Mr. Moffat can compare experiences with 
D. M. VanHoevenbergh, w ho, is a cashier of 
a Denver bank. 
Mr. VanHoevenbergh was 
the cashier of the bank at W aterford at the 
time of the great robbery there in 1873. 
He 
Pved with his fam ily iu the bank building. 
T h e 
robbers 
entered 
an 
upper 
win­ 
dow, 
and 
after 
binding 
and 
gag- 
g n g 
Mr. 
VanHoevenbergh’s 
wife 
and 
children, dragged him to the vault in the 
basement, and compelled him to open the 


door while a revolver was held close to his 
head. 
The robbers captured about # 400,000, 
and left the house without releasing the fam ­ 
ily . 
One of the children managed to slip the 
cords from her wrists, and then untied the 
others. 
It was said that Mr. Van Hoeven- 
bcrtrh turned gray in that awful night. 
He 
moved his fam ily out of the bank building 
the next week. 
The robbery seriously crip­ 
pled the bank and its patrons, and Mr. Yah 
Hoevenbcrgh removed to DctiVer. 


A BIG FRAUD CHECKED. 


The wool industry is again receiving the 
protection to which it is entitled. 
Under the 
recent free trade administration " broken 
wool tops” had been admitted as waste, the 
duty on which is 10 cents a pound. 
But 
broken wool tops are a preparation of thor­ 
oughly scoured and partially m anufactured 
wool, ready for use in woolen factories, the 
duty on which Should not bo less than 30 
cents per pound. 
By the free trade ruling of 
Secretary Fairchild the government 
was 
robbed of a large amount of revenue, while 
the wool growers of the United States were 
injuriously affected by the iucreased im por­ 
tation. 
There were imported lasty car under 
this dishonest ruling of the Secretary more 
than 4.00Q,000 pounds as "mgs- shoddy unci 
waste," the value1 of which was # 1,576,000, 
or 
about 
39 
cents 
per 
pound. 
In 
1882, under an honest collection of the; 
duty , the im portation was 
only 900,000 
pounds, valued at # 343,000. 
But this small 
importation of 1882 paid # 324,000 of duty , 
while a four and a half times larger im porta­ 
tion paid only # 400,000 duty in 1888.

At this meeting nothing was said 
about tariff reduction, though am ong the gen 
tlemen present were Conrad L. Jordan, ex 
Treasurer of the United States, and many 
other staunch Democrats.

one who had the hardihood to suggest that 
the wav to reach this big foreign trade was 
to cut down the wages of American working­ 
men as the only sure way of 
cheapen­ 
ing the cost 
of 
production.

Rut now Democrats and Republicans 
agree that little more is necessary than a sys 
tem of American ships and banks, each of 
which, instead of striking down certain line 
of occupation, would open new fields of cm 
ployment and profit.

m erchants of 
South America are not likely to let 
a seuti 
ment stand in the way of trade. 
They will 
buy where they can get the best bargains, the 
best goods, the quickest transit, and the most 
generous accommodation. 
If our merchant 
are prepared to grant these tilings, they will 
get the trade that they are looking for. 
The 
tariff can hardly be an olxstacle so long as we 
are prepared to sell goods as cheaply as Euro­ 
pean countries, and this we are now doing. 
Germany is a high tariff country, but South­ 
ern m erchauts buy of her. 
England pre­ 
tends to be free trade, but she m aintains tar­ 
iffs upon tropical and semi-tropical products, 
many of which arc South and Central Amer 
ican specialties. And as for the governments 
south of it», they all maiutain tariffs of their 
own, differing in kind and degree, but in­ 
volving the protective principle. 


BANK ROBBERS EXTRAORDINARY. 


A BIG FRAUD CHECKED. 


The wool industry is again receiving the 
protection to which it is entitled. 
Under the 
recent free trade administration “ broken 
wool tops ” had been admitted as waste, the 
duty on which is 10 cents a pound. 
But 
broken wool tops are a preparation of thor­ 
oughly scoured and partially manufactured 
wool, ready for use in woolen factories, the 
duty on which Should not be less than 36 
cents per pound. 
Ry the free trade ruling of 
Secretary Fairchild the government 
was 
robbed of a large amount of revenue, while 
the w ool growers of the United States were 
injutiously affected by the increased impor- 
ation. 
There were imported last year under 
this dishonest ruling of the Secretary more 
than 4,000,000 pounds as “ rags-, slioday and 
waste,” the value of which was $1,576,000, 
of 
about 
39 
ceuts 
per 
pound. 
In 
1882, under an honest collection of the 
duty, the importation was 
only 900,000 
pounds, valued at #343,000. 
B ut this small 
im portation of 1882 paid $324,000 of duty, 
while a four and a half times larger im porta­ 
tion paid only $400,000 duty in 1888. 
The 
government was robbed of $1,040.000 in this 
single item. 
Secretary Wintlom has ordered the proper 
duly to be collected upon this class of wools. 
The results of this decision will be a lessened 
importation, an increased demand for domes 
tic wools, and a larger revenue.

child recently charged that tnillious of dol 
lars had been stolen at the New York custom 
house by undervaluations, favoritism, et 
This is an instance in point.

; is now stopped.

A communication was read from Rescue 
Hook and Ladder CouiDany stating that the 
roof of the Abeel-street Engine House was in 
a had and leaky condition and had ruined a 
carpet on the iloor there. The Company 
asked that the carpet lie replaced by a new 
one. 
On motion of Alderman Murray the mat 
ter was referred to the Fire Department 
Commitlee to examine and report. 
Owners of property ou Chestcr-street pe­ 
titioned for the passage of an ordinance for 
grading, curbing and guttering that part of 
the street extending southwest of Mont re­ 
pose-a venue. 
Alderman Hamburger said these people 
had patiently waited a number of years for 
this improvement. The cost would be light. 
He moved that it he referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Streets to draft an ordinance. Carried. 
ABOUT AN ENGINE, 
Mayor Newkirk said that during a Are in 
Kingston it was suggested by citizens that 
the steamer there should be put in condition 
so it could he used.

Alderman Dederick moved that all the 
hills be referred to the Auditing Committee.

Alderman Dederick moXéd that the Clerk 
notify the Water Company to repair a hy­ 
drant on Union-street, near the corner of 
Union avenue, at once. “ If not done said 
CoraDany must pay the damage caused by the 
water running in the street.” Carried. 
Alderman Brinnier that said it was claimed 
certain street lights of the City were not prop­ 
erly cared for,and complaints had been made.

Good streets in a mu­ 
nicipality impress strangera with the thrift of the 
place as well as adds to the value of property. 
Second—We recommend that a steam roller be 
purchased for use upon the streets as it is valuable 
and almost indispensible where streets are repaired 
and top-dressed. It is the desire of your committee 
and it will be their aim, with the assistance of the 
Common Council to see that all needed repairs are 
mace to streets of this City as soon as practicable.

Alderman Dederick moved that a commit­ 
tee of three be appointed to purchase a new 
steam roller for the City.

It 
was at first reported that the Countess of 
Flanders immediately sank. A latef report, 
however, says it is safe, but that its Captain, 
First Lieutenant, nine of the crew and three 
of the passengers were drowned. Prince 
Jerome Bonaparte was among those rescued. 
Advices received here this afternoon re­ 
garding the collision of the Countess of Fian- 
ders and the Princess Ehenretta state that the 
former vessel was cut in two and that the fore 
part at once sank. The Princess Ehenretta took 
the after part in tow and started for this port, 
but had proceeded only a short distance when 
the portion of the wreck it had in tow cap­ 
sized and went down. 
The Countess of 
Flander’s mr.ils were lost. Afler tlie collis­ 
ion it’s boilers hurst, blowing the center of 
the ship to pieces and killing all the engi­ 
neers, the Captain and others wllo Were with 
llini on the bridge and the passengers in the 
vicinity. Prince Leopold, of Belgium, who 
was one of the passengers, escaped injury. 
The passengers of both vessels were nanic- 
strickeu.

In 
1861 he was connected with the United States 
steam frig a'e Minnesota, and participated in 
the bombardment of Forts Hatteras and

December, of that year, he was the Execu­ 
tive Officer of t lie g unlioat Wyandotte, and 
from October, '62. to March, '64. was Execu­ 
tive Officer of the United States Steamer Oc- 
torara, and later held the same position on 
the monitor Manhattan.

pant in the battle of Mobile Bay and his ves­ 
sel foug ht at close q uarters with the ram 
Tennessee.

VANDALIA IN HURRICANE.

A thrill of sadness was felt in this City, the 
late home of Captain Cornelias Marius 
Schoonmaker, United States Navy, when 
a dispatch was placed ou T h e F reem an 
bulletin ltoards this forenoon, telling of the 
shipwreck and loss of the U. 8. Ship Van­ 
dalia and the death of its Commander in a 
terrible hurricane at Apia, among the Sam­ 
oan Islands, on March 15. A full account of 
the disaster is published on the telegraph page 
of T he F reem an. 
CAPTAIN SCnOONMAKKK'S CAREER. 
Captain Schooumaker was born in Kings­ 
ton, February 2, 1M39. His father is the Hon. 
Marius Schoonmaker,the well known lawyer 
and historian. Captain Schoonmaker was ap­ 
pointed Acting Midshipman at the U. S. 
Naval Academy, Annapolis, in 1854. He 
graduated in June, 1859, and lias been in act­ 
ive service in the Navy siuce that time. He 
took an honorable part in the Rebellion. In 
1861 he was connected with llie United States 
steam frigate Minnesota, and participated in 
the bombardment of Forts Hatteras and 
Clark. He was promoted to Lieutenant. In 
December, of that year, be was the Execu­ 
tive Officer of the gunboat Wyandotte, and 
from October, '62, to Msrcli, ’64. was Execu­ 
tive Officer of Hie United States Steamer Oc- 
torara, and later held the same position on 
the monitor Manhattan. He was a partici­ 
pant in the battle of Mobile Bay and his ves­ 
sel fought at close quarters with the ram 
Tennessee. Iu 1865 he was made a Lieuten- 
nnt-Commauder. After serving on various 
vessels in American and European waters for 
a time lie was Inspector of tlie Eighth Light 
House District, with headquarters at New- 
Orleans. In 1879 he was sent on special duty 
to South America in command 
of 
the Nipsic. He made several cruises to 
Europe and was considered one of the 
most gallant and reliable officers in the ser­ 
vice. Mr. Schoonmaker was commissioned 
Captain about two years ago and soon after 
was ordered to the Sandwich Islands to take 
command of the Vandalia. He was at ti e 
SanFraneisco Navy Yard a few months last 
summer, superintending repairs to his vessel. 
His family were there with him. When tl e 
difficulty occurred at Samoa the Vandal a 
was ordered to that place. A recent dispatch 
to the Government from Mr. Schoonmaker 
was

3Ii\ Schoonmaker was a member of 
Kingston Lodge. No. 10. F. & A. 31. 
Captain Schoonmaker while awaiting orders 
usually made his home at Kingston. He 
was devoted to his family which consisted of 
his wife and three interesting daughters. He 
was a gentleman in everything that word 
implies, was highly esteemed socially, and 
respected as a man and officer. The news of 
his sudden death is a great blow to his friends 
and relatives .especially to his father, who is 
?8 years old. Expressions of regret were 
universal in Kingston. Captain Sclioon- 
trtnker Was a brother of Julius Schoonmaker 
and Mrs. II. f>. Harrow, of Kingston. 
WHAT MR. SCHOONMAKER SAID. 
When Mr. Schoonmaker was informed of 
the death of his son, he said : " I never ex­ 
pected to see him ugain, but I did not think 
he would die first.”

Van 
Gansbcekand A. T. Clearwater was appointed 
to draft a constitution and by-laws under the 
State law. It was decided to make the ad­ 
mission fee 50 cents, annual dues $1. A ran 
tion was made and carried that 500 large 
mouthed black bass be purchased of Matthew 
Dt lanoy, of this City, and placed in the Eso- 
pus Creek.

each side of the entrance are coral reefs 
which are awash at high water and are sur- 
sounded by shoals. 
The depth of water 
ranges from four to eight fathoms, pretty 
deep water being found close iu shore which 
would enable a ship to get close in. 
H urri 
canes or cyclones at Apis are usually from 
the south-west, and revolving in the harbors

shores.

hurricane occurred al Apia just six years ago. 
Fortunately no men-of-war were in the har­ 
bor, bul every merchant mao was driven 
ashore or wrecked, houses were destroyed 
and palm trees uprooted.

BANK HOBBINS EXTRAORDINARY. 


Somebody in Denver has reduced bank 
robbery to a science.

Moffat of the First Na 
tionul Rank, aud finding bim alment, left 
word thai he- would call the next morning. 
A t ten o'elock yesterday lie presented him ­ 
self and arranged for a private interview at 
one F. X. 
At the bour mentioned ie- ap­ 
peared, and Hie 
President received him 
in his private office. 
The stranger began 
the conversation bv 
asking 
for 
a blank 
check, 
which 
the 
President 
pnx-ured 
from a messenger. 
As soon as the door was 
dosed the stronger drew a pistol, mid leveling 
it al Hie President's head, compelled bim to 
till out the cheek for #21,900 nnd sign it. Ile 
next commanded him to go to the desk nnd 
get the money, and to emphasise the order he 
pulled from ids pocket a bottle which be said 
contained nitro glycerine. 
Ile explained that 
he was des|M-nite, would have to commit sui 
cidc if he didn’t get the money, and proposed 
to so perform that operation as to blow up 
the l»ank and all concerned. 
Mr. Moffat 
actually 
went 
to 
the 
cashier 
and 
t-aus-xl 
him 
to 
bring

money to his private room. 
He had asked 
for $1,090 in gold and the rest in large bills, 
and it was paid to him as hi- w ished. 
When 
the robber had pocketed the money lie told 
Mr. Mofful that he would return and kit] 
him if he gave the alarm . 
He then w allied 
coolly to Hie door and disappeared. 
Moffat 
followed him to 
the door and gave the 
alarm , hut the man succeeded in escaping. 
A reward of $2,500 was afterw ards offered 
for his arrest. 
The police arrested a real es­ 
tate broker named Clark, but Mr. Moffat, 
after looking at him , said that lie was not 
the man. 
Mr. Moffat is also President of the 
Denver and Rio Granite Railroad, and is de­ 
scribed as so rich tiiat he will not seriously 
feel the loss of the money. 
He appears to 
have been possessed of equal shares of cow­ 
ardice and wealth. 
Mr. Moffat can com pare experiences with 
D. M. VanHoevenbergh, who, is a cashier of 
• Denver baok. 
Mr. VanHoevenbergh was 
the cashier of the bank at W aterford ut the 
tim e of the great rubbery there in 1873.
